A flat, square apparatus, rather 
resembling a weighing machine, the 
wobblemeter registers a person's 
nervous condition and state of 
fatigue. It consists of a movable 
platform balanced above two metres, 
one registering lateral motion and 
the other fore and aft motion. .

BARGAIN DAY FOR IMPROVEMENTS 

Six money bylaws are being submitted 
for the approval of Edmonton burgesses 
on Wednesday. The purposes and the 
amounts are as follows: 

Paving 

Street grading and gravelling and 
boulevarding 

Park improvements 

To buy a site and build a new tire 
station 

Police signal system 

Police radio equipment 

The total is $228,977. 
laws submitted a year 
roughly $476,000 

The paving proposals include the re 
pair of the pavement on 102nd Avenue 
and the extension of this to 149th Street, 
the western boundary of the city. This 
will provide access to the rapidly develop- 
ing section lying south of the Avenue and 
along the river bank in the extreme west 
end of the city, where a high class resi- 
dential district has been developing rap- 
idly during the last few years. It will 
also provide a paved roadway to connect 
with the provincial highway running west, 
and which will eventually be extended in- 
to a highway to Jasper and the Coast, 
thus making Edmonton's part of the Jas- 
per highway an accomplished fact. 

Another project is the paving of Al- 
berta. Avenue from S8th Street east, 
where reconstruction of the street railway 
is to be undertaken. This is the main 
route of the whole fleet of street cars to 
and from the barns. 

A third item is the repaving of the sec- 
tion of Jasper east skirting the old peni- 
tentiary grounds, where the road condi- 
tions have for years been a menace and a 
diserace. The street railway line at that 
point is being moved north, thus leaving 
the street clear as a driveway, and recon- 
struction is a sheer necessity. 

The amount included in the bylaw also 
leaves a sum available for allocation in 
any other part of the city where paving 
may be petitioned for or where circum- 
stances may demand immediate action, 

The proposed appropriation for grad- 
ing and gravelling streets and making 
boulevards is approximately the same as 
that voted a year ago. This money would 
he spent in response to petitions from pro- 
perty-owners, and on such streets as are 
affected by these. 

The park improvement bylaw’ is’ in- 
tended to provide money with which to 
improve and make useful the land that 
was secured from the federal Government 
as a recreation ground. Having asked 
for this land and secured it on the claim 
that it would be used for this purpose, 
there is an obligation on the part of the 
city to make good the condition; aside 
from the genera! desirability of turning 
what has been a weed patch into a park, 

This bylaw would also make a small 
sum available with which to carry out 
some betterments at the air field, and at 
Borden park and other parks; all as re- 
lief work. 

The new fire station is to be built at 
the corner of 95th Street and Jasper, to 
afford additional protection to the east 
and northern portions of the city. 

The police signal system and radio 
equipment are designed to give our necess- 
arily limited police force quicker communi- 
cation with and from all parts of the city, 
thus increasing its efficiency without in- 
creasing its numbers.

These bylaws make up a construction 
program from which no item could be 
eliminated with prudence, even if there 
were at this time no necessity to consider 


the incidental effects upon the employ- 
ment situation. Every proposal in the list 
would be deserving of approval on_ its 
merits at any time and under any finan 


cial conditions, 
In respect to the paving, gravelling and 
park improvement bylaws there is the sp: 


cial consideration that improvements otf 
this character provide the maximum 
amount of employment for the money 
spent. The proportion that is paid out in 


wages, as compared to cost of materials 
is larger than in building operations and 
many other kinds of public improvement 
projects. Jt is particularly true of such 
undertakings that the more we spend in 
wages the less we shall have to spend in 
direct relief; and the contrary rule also 
holds true. 

As to the other bylaws, efficient fire 
protection and police protection are 
vheap at whateyer they cost, And the

bylaws carry the emphatic assurance of 


the heads of these departments that the 
expenditure will increase their efficiency 
to a degree that will be well worth the 
outlay. 

As Mayor Douglas has pointed out, 
thanks to the contributions which will be 
made by the Dominion and Provincial 
Governments, this program offers Edmon- 
ton the opportunity to get $750,000 worth 
of civic improvements for 25 per cent of 
the cost. That opportunity may never 
oceur again. And in any event it is alto- 
gether too good to be missed. It is not 
often that the burgesses of a city can save 
themselves 75 per cent of the cost of es- 
sential civic betterments by voting their 
Willingness to provide the other 25 per 
cent. Wednesday will be bargain day for 
civic improvements in Edmonton. 


BETTER TELL THEM THE FACTS

armament, not a company of military ex- 
perts. 

If the other countries could be per- 
suaded to take the same course, that 
would be quite in order for Canada, and 
the prospect of the conference producing 
definite results would be brightened. But 
as the others are certain to be represented 
by military and naval experts, Canada 
will need representatives there who will 
understand what and how much any

And seeing that this Dominion is now 
more nearly disarmed than any other im- 
portant country on earth, it would be well 
to send some one to the conference to 
to point out to the other delegates that 
unless their countries do something tan- 
gible in the way of reduction, Canada, in 
company with the other units in the Bri- 
tish Empire, will have to give more seri- 
ous consideration to its means of defence 
than it is now doing.

W. C. A. Friday afternoot, all 
of the aspirants stated that they wer 
decidedly in favor of such representa- 


tion. His Worship Mayor Douglas 
thought that women should have ‘he 
same representation as men, Mr. Jo- 


seph E, Clarke stated that if women 
have brains, let them be on the boards 
Brains should be the standard of se- 
lection, not sex. Mr, Arthur Gainer 
advocated that women try to elect two 
women to each board, being of the 
opinion that they would strengthen 
each other. 


DEFENDS RELIEF 

Defending the policy of the city of) 
giving relief to men instead of find- 
ing work for them, Mayor Douglas de- 
clared that the finding of work, which 
many seem to think an easy task, Is 
in fact an impossibility, Direct relief 
fs at present the cheapest way of meet- 
ing the difficulty, since to feed and 
shelter a single man for a day costs 
the city forty cents in summer, fifty | 
in winter, Of this the city handles 
one-third of the total cost, the pro- 
vince one-third, and the Dominion 
one-third. On the other hand, the 
city pays $2.10 for every man taken 
out to work. ‘This year, it is hoped 
to reduce this to $1.90. Married men 
is sti] more difficult, for work must 
be supplied within the city, His Wor- 
ship stated that he had interviewed 
thousands of people during this may-}
